ISLAND IN THE SUN—With the end of 307 years of 
British rule, Jamaica is the first new independent nation 
in the Western Hemisphere since Panama broke away, 
from Colombia in 1903. Its past is mingled with the lore 
o£ buccaneers of the Spanish Main; its future is one of 
increasing industrialization. Located 90 miles south of 
Cuba, Jamaica was discovered by Columbus in 1494 and 
was ruled by the Spanish until it was conquered by the 
English in 1655. Port Royal became headquarters lop 
pirates and privateers who raided gold-laden Spanish 


ships. It became one of the major slave markets of the 
West Indies until the trade was abolished in 1833. 
Bananas and tourists became important factors in the 
island's .economy in modern times. A quarter of a million, 
tourists, mostly Americans, visit the island annually. 
Since 1950, many manufacturing plants have been built, 
aided by rich deposits, of bauxite (aluminum ore). The 
island has an area of 4,411 square miles and population 
of over 1,600,000. Jamaica will maintain its ties with 
Britain as a dominion within the British Commonwealth.
